18 DIVORCE—GROUNDS OF SUIT. 


No. 14.—The Grounds of Suit in all cases where the Petitions for Divorce, 
Judicial Separation, or Nullity of Marriage were granted during the year 1897. 


Grounds for Divorce.—The chief grounds for divorce under the old Act were adultery since marriage on the 
part of the wife, and adultery and cruelty on the part of the husband. In addition to the foregoing causes, petitions 
for divorce can now be granted on the following grounds :— 

Husband v. Wife.—Desertion for not less than three years; habitual drunkenness for a similar period ; 
being imprisoned under a sentence of three years or upwards ; attempt to murder or inflict grievous bodily harm, or 
repeated assaults on him within one year previously. 

Wife v. Husband,—Adultery, provided that at the time of the institution of the suit the husband is domiciled 
in New South Wales; desertion for not less than three years; habitual drunkenness for the same period ; being 
imprisoned for three years or upwards, or having within five years undergone various sentences amounting in all to 
not less than three years ; attempt to murder or assault with intent to inflict grievous bodily harm, or repeated 
assaults within one year previously. 

Period of Domicile,—To entitle either party to seek relief on any one of these grounds, he or she must have 
been domiciled in the Colony at the time of instituting the suit for three years and upwards, and should not have 
resorted to the Colony for the purpose of the suit. When a wife seeks for a decree on the ground of three years 
desertion, if she was domiciled in New South Wales when the desertion commenced, she shall not be deemed to have 
lost her domicile by reason of her husband having thereafter acquired a foreign domicile. 

Decrees nisi,—After a decree nisi has been granted, it can be made absolute at any time subsequent to the 
date fixed by the Court for that purpose. Neither party can re-marry until after fourteen days from the date of the 
decree nist having been made absolute. 

Judicial Separation.—In addition to the principal causes for which a divorce may be obtained, judicial 
separation can be granted for desertion extending over two years. 

Restitution of Conjugal Rights.—Before a suit can be brought, there must have been a request of a 
conciliatory character to the other party to return to cohabitation. 

Nullity of Marriage,—Petitions may be granted in cases of marriages which are void by the law of the 
land ; where some statutory requirements have not been observed ; or in which one of the parties is incapable of 
performing the duties of marriage.

Ah METEOROLOGY. 


No. 46.—Meteorology, Sydney, 1897. 


Rainfall—tThe total rainfall as recorded at the Sydney Observatory during the year was 
42°52 inches, which is 6°86 inches below the average of the preceding 38 years (49°38 inches). The 
number of days on which rain fell was 134, the greatest fall in one day being 2°66 inches, on the 
rst June; the most during a month was 8°06 inches, in June, and the least, ‘40 of an inch, in 
November. The following is a record of the rainfall during each of the ten years prior to 1897 :— 
1887, 60 inches ; 1888, 23 inches; 1889, 57 inches; 18go, 81 inches; 1891, 55 inches; 1892, 69 
inches; 1893, 50 inches; 1894, 38 inches; 1895, 32 inches; 1896, 42 inches. 


Lightning was seen on 55 days. 


Temperature.—The highest reading of the thermometer, in the shade, was 99°4, on the 
20th November, and the lowest, 41°4, on the 18th July; greatest range, 36°2, on the r2th November, 
when 98'r was reached. The mean summer temperature was 70°7, and that of winter 54°8; which 
show a much cooler summer and a warmer winter than were experienced in the previous year. 


Wind.—tThe prevailing direction of the wind during the months January to April and 
September to December was N.E., while from May to August the variations were W. and N.W. 


Barometer.—The readings of the barometer were highest during June, the mean for that 
month being 30°343; and lowest in January, with a mean of 29'915. Mean for the twelve 
months, 30°09.
